committed, it is no longer wise to 
be bound by them; that, therefore, 
while still hopeful for peace and 
anxious not to enter the war, he 
must withdraw these promises, so as 
not to he handicapped in acting for 
tin' national interests.

ON the contrary, failure to take the 
people fully into his confidence be­ 


fore taking those last steps, which 
already are in contemplation and 
which neither his political nor mili­ 
tary aides believe can be averted, 


risks a bad reaction. The hope is 
that Mr. Roosevelt will deal with 
these promises in a way to insure 


the respect and confidence of the 
country, 
It can be done and it 
should be done before the next step.
